To people who hava been led to sup- 


pose that periods of business depression 
wcro moEt prolific in strikes these Dgurei 
will seem surprising. Hut it must bi 
remembered that in no period in the 
country's history lies the organization o 
labor proceeded at EO rapid a rate as dur 
inK tho past year. Naturally the mem- 
bers of tLe ne.w labor organizations 
wanted to try conclusions with somebody 
for tho purpose ot determining whether 
a labor millennium could be inaugurated 
by labor combination. In jonsequence 
wbile work wns more plentiful and wages 
better than for several years paur, there 
were strikes fcrgocd cause and strikes 
•without cause, strikes for higher wages 
and striKee for shorter hourp, strikes to 
compel tho leinttatement of dismissed 
workmen and strikes to seonre the 'dis- 
charge of non-union workmen—in shord 
the roll of strikeis never WES BO great in 
any ono year of tho country's history. 


But what has this eioeptiono.1 period 


ot labor suspensions brought to those 
engaging iu them? Judged by the cold 
figures, very little but loss and loilure- 
An analysis ct the Bradstreet tablef 
shows that 384,400 employes were engaged 
in fifty-nine great strikes or suspensions, 
lasting one weo£ or more, the average 


' i dleness of the entire number being fou: 


weeks or upwards. Assuming |that each 
;dle laborer could have earned nine dol" 
lars per week, the total loss in wages to 
this vast army of employes was thirteen 
and a half millions of dollars. But what 
was gained when iso much wag lost? 
Thirty-seven out of tbe fifty-nine strikes 
enumerated proyed total failures, tho 
men going back to work at tbe name 
wages and under precisely tbe same con- 
ditions ^against which they had struck. 
The success of the May etrikes for short 
hours proved only temporary, the ten 
hoar system hoviaz [been generally re- 
stored within six months. This leaves "ie 
cumber of compromised and successful 
strikes BO EmMl ;sr.t ^tia entirely sate to 
Bay that all tho advanoo in wages secured 
.or the year by tbo entire 37-1,400 amount 


o less than OLD ot the more than thir- 
teen millions of dollars lost by th?ir 
voluntary idleness. 


It is doubtless true that tLo unsncce'S- 


f ul strikers oau npbttnlly lay claim to 
the only consolation of the old confeder- 
ate soldier who declnred that .it he wns 
defeated he bad killed as many of the 
Yankees as they had killed of him. The 
loss to employers by strikes and lock 
outs has been in all probability as greatin 
dollars and cents a? tuat of the strlkinR 
workmen. 
Relatively, however, it baa 


been mnoh Jess, as the employers oould 
stand the loss much better than the 
workmen, 
but, supposing the losa on 


each side' to have been equal, was it 
worth while for labor to bite its own nose 
off merely to spite capital's face? 1'hat 
seems to have bees about all the im- 
mense strikes of the year amounted to 
on the part ot those engaging in them, 
and the only logical conclusion from 
these figures is that some method less 
costly should be devised for settling 
labor disputes than tho strike.

tion. Coroner Hill was sent for and when ho 
arrived the body was taken from tho trunk.

On thcso articles, as on 
various classes of -\vool, tho reductions pro- 
posed aro tho same as iu tho original Randall 
bill, excepting on iron and steel, whora tho 
reductions are greater.

Tho bill proposes to remove the tax ou to- 


bacco in fill its forms. Tho bill places tho 
tax on whisky at UO cents por gallon, a pro- 
posed reduction of SO cents por gallon. This 
feature of tlio bill is not yet definitely sottlocl 
by tho conference. Somo favor a general re- 
duction of tiio tax on all spirits, aud others 
favor a repeal ot tho tax on only fruit spir- 
its und alcohol used in the arts; bat which- 
ever proposition prevails iho conference will 
agree to repeal all license tnxiis.
